7 DROP AT ANOTHER FIRE 


Companions. Suffering from Smoke 
Drag Unconscious Men. from Tene- 
ment—Third Blaze in John Street.~ 


Three fires, each presenting ; peculiar 

difficulties to-the men who fought them, 
kept Chief Kenlon. and his force’ busy 
in different parts .of Manhattan. last 
evening. The most serious blaze de- 
atroyed the five-story building at 371 
Broadway. at a loss of $70,000, and 
threatened’ the Subway which is now 
under construction in that ‘part of 
Broadway. That street from City Hall 
to Spring Street is upheli by a network 
of wooden pillars and braces. 
Fire Chief Kenlon went to the build-

ger to the Subway, A shaft had been 
sunk. at this point, and he sent three 
companies into the new Subway to keep 
the wood wet. These men worked. in 
the dark and with the air filled with 
choking smoke. 

The firemen asserted that the danger 
encountered last night bore upon the 
¢eontroversy last Summer. between the 
Public Service Commission and the fire 
insyrance companies. The 'écommis- 
sion objected to an advance of 
rates alang the lines of the, subway 
work, pointing out that in all this work 
in the city there had never been a: fire. 
The companies said that the fire in the 
neighborhood of the subway: workings 
would be dangérous as the flames would 
menace-the buildings along the route. 
Fire walls were designed to shut off 
the cellars from the tunnel, but there 
was a dispute as to whether the (kind 
selected would prove effectual under @ 
hard test:

Brooklyn yester- 
day in the unustial role. of a defend- 
ant attempting to prevent a plaintiff 
fromi-discontinuing a suit against him. 
The. plaintiff was Clarence H. Ven- 
ter, famed in the financial world as 
an. instigator. of. litigation calculated 
to: .prevent large financial interests 
from carrying ‘out plans of reorganiza- 
tion, after. their detalis , had «been 
agreed ‘upon and ratified by the ma- 
jority stockholding interests. 
/ On many occasions Mr. Venner has 
made Mr. .Belmont and interests with 
which ‘Mr. Belmont *is identified: the 
object' of his legal attacks. In’ such ‘a 
proceeding some months ago Mr. Bel- 
mont, testifying. before a referee and 
under. examination by J.‘ Aspinwall 
Hodge,” counsel for Venner,+lost his 
temper and’ referred to Venner ‘as a 
** practical blackmailer.”’. in™ > these 
words: 

‘* Now, /with ‘all respect to you,. Mr: 
Hodge, I am trying to treat you with 
courtesy, as you are a lawyer. and -you 
are representing a client; but it is 
hard for me, naturally, to differentti- 
ate sometimes, because your client has 
been, designated by. the courts as a 
practical blackmailer, and that is what 
I ‘feel in this whole examination—that 
IT am really being .pursued in _ that 
sense and spirit—not by you as a law- 
yer, but by your client.”
